We, the Board of Superintendence of the City of Dublin Hospitals, 
have the honour to submit to Your Excellency this our Sixtieth 
Annual Report under Statute 19 and 20 Viet., cap. 110, passed on 
the 29th July, 1856, entitled Dublin Hospitals Regulation Act. 

During the year ending 31st March, 1918, we have inspected all 
the Hospitals which receive grants from Parliament.

On these occasions we carefully observed and inquired into the 
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4 Sixtieth Report of th'e Board of Dublin Hospitals. 

state and condition of each institution to ascertain that the wards 
were clean and well ventilated, that every provision was made for 
the treatment, comfort, and welfare of the patients, and that the 
several buildings were kept in good repair and ill a sanitary con- 
dition We made inquiries respecting the current expenses of each 
hospital and the. system of purchasing, storing, cooking, and issuing 
supplies ' we looked into the nursing arrangements, and into the 
means available in each hospital for the extinction of an outbreak 
of fire and for the escape of the inmates in the event of such an 
occurrence and, in fact, into all such matters as might assist us in 
supervising these hospitals, and in reporting thereon m accordance 
with the provisions of the 18th section of the Act of 19 & 20 Viet., 

Ca ti^the Appendix are tables giving the. following particulars for 
each -hospital during the year Table No. 1 is a Classified Return 
of the Diseases of Patients. No. 2 shows the number of Patients 
treated ; the mortality ; the average daily number in hospital, and 
the present extent of accommodation for each class of patients. No. 
3 shows the several sources of income. No. 4 the several chief 
heads of expenditure. No. 5 the average cost per bed for main- 
tenance and for establishment and for both combined, but exclusive 
of buildings and furniture. No. 6 gives the prices of articles sup- 
plied per contract. No. 7 gives the attendances of each memher-of 
the Board of Governors at the several meetings. 

A study of these tables, taken in conjunction with what we- 
ourselves have observed, enables us to report that the hospitals 
under the superintendence of this Board fulfil in an economical 
and thorough way the objects for which they were instituted. 


DR. STEEVENS' HOSPITAL. 

At our inspection of this hospital we, as has always been the 
case, found everything well ordered. Old it is, yet it is 
so admirably managed that it shows the freshness and activity 
of youth. This year, owing to the financial strain of war prices, 
there had to be pruning in every direction, yet we can report that 
the patients within its walls get everything essential for their wel- 
fare. We find that one physician, three surgeons, and an r-ray 
officer are away on military duty, and that their work is being 
efficiently discharged by other members of the staff. We began 
our inspection at the top, and worked down to the basement. 
Everything gave us satisfaction, but the basement most of all. 
The reason being it was so clean, so bright, and so little like a base- 
ment, and because the space at disposal was so well used to 
separate, according to their class, all provisions and articles stored 
there. 

We found the beds for open-air treatment and the special wards 
for the treatment of syphilis — points distinctive of this hospital — 
doing good work.

HOUSE OF INDUSTRY HOSPITALS. 

it is a pleasure to walk through these hospitals,, the whole is 
so well ordered. We looked into every department of the insti- 
tution, but it is unnecessary to give details of our inspection : it 
would be to repeat the encomiums of former years. 

As to its financial position, the following facts are worthy of 
mention : — We notice that a Children’s Ward of six beds has been 
opened in the Whitworth Division owing to a donation of £250 
from a much-esteemed member of the staff. On the side of ex- 
penditure, we find that during the year under review the expen- 
diture exceeded the income by £3,575; and that as regards the 
767 soldiers treated, the cost of maintenance, &c., exceeded the 
amount received by £1,808. 

This, be it borne in mind, is an institution supported by a 
Government grant voted for a specific purpose. Many things will 
have to be set right when the war is over. Let us hope that the 
proper financing of hospitals will be amongst them. 


MEATH HOSPITAL. 

The books of this institution show that on 31st March, 1914, 
the debit balance was £9,211; on 31st March, 1918, the debit 
balance was £11,557. Inquiry showed us that this was in spite 
of great economy in. management and the avoidance of all outlay 
not absolutely necessary. A very thorough inspection of every 
department resulted in our having nothing but good to say of this 
well-known institution. We found everywhere cleanliness, good 
order, and evidence of much beneficent work being well done. 
The twenty-three beds allotted for soldiers were all occupied by 
men lately returned from France, and cheery in spite of their 
trials and wounds. 

Notwithstanding the increasing debt, we beg to repeat an opinion 
expressed by us in a former report after due consideration — that, 
all things considered, the Governors are quite right in not taking 
the only step that would bring down expenditure — viz., the closing 
of beds. 


CORK STREET FEVER HOSPITAL. 

This, institution continues to do its work with remarkable 
efficiency and economy. We, as usual, devoted a day to its in- 
spection. It is a most important place — for it not only heals the 
sick, but it stands between the citizens and infections diseases. 

It has never been more useful than now. We, therefore, 
think well to lay before Your Excellency the following remarks 
submitted to us by the Medical Superintendent, a man second to 
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6 Sixtieth 'Report of the Board of Dublin Hospitals. 

none in experience of all that concerns the welfare of hospitals 

“ Tn the vear ending 31st March, 1913, the bank overdraft was 
-111 158 7d On the 31st March, 1918, it stood at £5,050 16s. 6d. 
The copper hSft* risen from £47 lie 7d. in 1912-13 to 
£83 5s which works out at a cost ol 4s. 6d. per bed per day 
occupied, and the tendency is for the cost to be greatly increased. 

“In spite of the fact that only necessary regain have been 
carried out, we spent on furniture and repairs m 19 L / -1 3 £596, the 
amount expended on same in 1913 being £691 odd. 

“ In 1917 we were paid 3s. per day for soldiers, and since the 
beginning of this year we have received 4s. per day, which did not 
cover the cost of beds occupied. 

“Subscriptions in 1913 showed £810, and in 1918, £580. This is 
due largely to the large amount of money which is subscribed to 
the Red Cross and St. John’s Ambulance Funds, but one trusts 
that people will soon commence again to consider, their sick poor 
at home, and support the civil hospitals. 

ROYAL HOSPITAL FOR INCURABLES. 


In this institution “ every prospect pleases,” and man physically 
at his worst is seen to enjoy life. Liberty, harmony, and loving 
kindness, combined with great efficiency m dealing with all the 
physical needs of humanity, are everywhere m evidence. A very 
thorough inspection showed everything working as usual, so w,e 
have only to draw attention to the fact that in our previous reports 
we have exhausted praise. Being what it is, it, of course, 
occurred to us what ai} ideal place it would be for soldiers per- 
manently disabled, but nevertheless we have to agree with the 
finding of the Board set fotth in the following statement submitted 
bv the Secretary : — “ Several soldiers applied for admission during 
the year but their applications were not favourably considered 
by the Board, as they consider it the bounden duty of the Govern- 
ment to provide hospitals for poor fellows injured m the service 
of their King and country.” 


ROYAL VICTORIA EYE AND EAR HOSPITAL. 

We can report, after a thorough inspection, that this great in- 
stitution continues to do its work with remarkable efficiency and 
economy. It differs from all other hospitals in the city in the fact 
that its out-patient department as regards excellence of work 
is on a level with the intern, and in the amount of work out- 
strips it. We saw notes being taken of every case and records 
of former years being referred to, so as to compare present with 
past conditions. We remained in this department a long time 
so interested and edified were we with the thorough help being 
given to that most deserving class of patients — those who, under 
all circumstances, strive to keep at work.

THE ROTUNDA LYING-IN-HOSPITAL. ■ 

Having inspected every department of this hospital, we 
report that the beneficent work being done could not well 
be excelled. We were glad to find the Master back safe 
from the front, whither he went at the outbreak of the war. . 

Like practically all Dublin hospitals, it is in debt. On 31st 
March, 1917, its accounts closed with a debit balance of £464. 
On 31st March, 191ft, this balance was £1,689, and on investiga- 
tion, we found it to be altogether duo to the increased cost of all 
the necessaries of life. 

THE (lOOMBE LYING-IN-HOSPITAL. 

This is a most useful institution, doing excellent work in a poor 
and densely populated district of the city. We found it in good 
working order, and fully equipped for the careful and efficient 
treatment of its patienis. 

In our Report for the year 1915-1916, we mentioned that the 
cost per bed had fallen to £83. We notice that the cost for 
1917-1918 is £80, a striking proof of careful management. 

THE WESTMORELAND LOCK. HOSPITAL. 

After a most thorough inspection we came away thoroughly 
pleased with the state of the wards, the bedding, the clothing, 
the food, and with the care and kind attention bestowed on the 
patients. We went carefully through the books, which we found 
made up to date, and kept in a manner reflecting much credit 
on the Registrar.

With respect to this institution, the Board still feel, as already 
expressed in previous Reports, that the hospital does not fulfil to 
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g Sixtieth Report of the Board of Dublin Hospitals. 

the fullest extent the requirements expected of it, and which are 
of such urgent necessity at the present time when the spread of 
venereal disease is becoming such a national menace to the civil 
and military population of our city. 


On taking a general view of the foregoing reports two things 
are seen to stand out plainly: first that admirable work is 
being most economically done by the Uublm hospitals ; secondly 
that they are getting deeply into debt. As the Ivesident Medical 
Superintendent of the. Cork Street Fever Hospital points out, in 
the remarks we have taken from Ills report, this is due, on one 
hand to the greatly increased cost of all things, and on the other, 
to the flow of charity being by the war diverted into new channels. 
We know well that this is not the tune even to enquire into, much 
less set rrtht- such matters, but we continue to call attention 
to them hoping that the method of financing Dublin hospitals 
will be one of the first things considered at the conclusion of the
